The mortality’ of the fighting. in 
France is far greater.than it has ,ev- 
er been in previous wars. In some 
casualty lists the killed. are. more 
than half as numerous as the wound- 
ed.

By putting a small piece of 
looking glass on the back of the 
barrel of the gun, at at angle of 
forty-five degrees to the barrel, and 
putting a little dot in the middle of 
this piece of glass, it become3 pos- 
sible to hold it at arms length over 
the head and shoot over the parapet 
without expos‘nz any part of — the 
tody but the hands, The person who 
is about to fire looks up at the look 


‘ling glass over his head and gets the 


image of the German at whom he is 
firing in the glass. Then he moves 
the muzzle of the rifle just a trifle 
till he sees the foresgot of his rifle 
covering the head he is ,iming at, 
and then pulls the trigger. In this 
way he does not expose himself to 
any danger, and yet can make a 
very accurate shot at the enemy 
where the work is at close quarters. 
This might.seem an impossible posi- 
tion on which to take anything but 
a very shaky aim. But is is said 
to work very effectively where the 
trenches are only twenty-five to a 
hundred yards apart. If it can be 
used it is g simple life-saving ‘device.

Incidentally it brought up the 
whole question of where we should 
‘do our buying, and there are few 
questions of greater local] interest 
than this. Most individuals ponder 
this question anew almost every 


e time they make g purchase, and the 


harder the times the more import- 
art it becomes. There are few who 
do their buying in Wetaskiwin  al- 
mo3t as a matter of course, others 
do so from a sense of duty, and 
still others from a sense of pride. 
The lady; for instance, who buys her 
dresses in the local stores often: af- 
fects quite an air of scorn toward 
those who, thumb their catalogues 
and who wants to be seen buying an 
Eaton money order. An_ extensive 
purcliase in town is apt to ‘be pret- 
ty widely known, but the Baton 
skirts and Simpson coats which walk 
our streets go quite unheralded. On 
the other hard there are some lad- 


e@ ies who assert that local goods are 


consistently ore seasen behind the 
eastern styles as well as being un- 
duly hish in price, and they are will- 
ing to incur the obloquy of sending 
away for the sake of ‘the supposed 
advantage jn prices gnd the indescri- 
bable* satisfaction of being smart 
and stylish. But being a mere man 
I must. make haste to: get: on more 
familiar ground. 

I am particularly interestcd in the 
phase of the problem which relates 
to the farmers, and this is, after all 
the phase of paramount importance. 
For in spite of all that has been 


said against it pn enormous amount | 


of the farmers’ business, and espec- 
ially the cash business, goes abroad. 
The local merchants do not get as 
much of this sood business as they 
deserve. There is many a farmer in 
the Wetaskiwin district who has been 
tided over more than once over the 
rough places by the merchants when 
he would have been given short shift 
by the Mail Order houses, and even 
the local ‘banks had become  dis- 
tinctly hostile.
